School Board 
Passes Budget 


With no one present offering a 
protest, the Upland school board 
adopted the 1947-48 budget as a 
preliminary budget with no change 
in the total planned expenditures 
of $207,820 at a public hearing 
last night. 

The budget represents an in- 
crease of $56,820 over last year's 
budget, according to Harold Cook, 
superintendent. The boost 
teachers’ salaries accounted for 
the largest increase, with $109,-

general reserve from $10,000 to

Attlee told Parliament today Great 
Britain would reduce her armed 
impose a limited direction

economic crisis. 

He said also workers “in the 
more essential industries” would 
have to work longer and that coal 
miners would be asked to labor 
half an hour a day additional. 

Attlee said Great Britain also 
would cut down her imports ina 
manner that would mean “hard- 
ships for many people.” 

He said the United States, at 
Britain’s entreaty, had agreed to 
discuss the sterling convertibility 
and non-discrimination in trade 
agreements in the $3,750,000,000 
loan, which Attlee said would be 
exhausted this year. 

Denies Charge 

He denied, as Winston Churchill 
had charged on Monday, that the 
labor government had “'frittered 
away” the American billions, ad- 
vanced after termination of lend- 
lease from which Great Britain 
received $31,267,240,530 from the 
U. S. and gave back in reverse 
deals $6,319,792,047. 

Attlee said British armed 
strength would be reduced by 
420,000 men by next March. The 
forces numbered 1,297,300 men on 
July 1. 

“An exhaustive inquiry has 
been instituted into the whole fu- 
ture of our defense policy,” -he 
said. 

At another point, the Labor 
government leader said Great 
Britain was increasing the rate of 
her troop withdrawals from over- 
seas. 

“Despite these accelerations in 
the rate of withdrawal, there is no 
change in our foreign policy or in 
the defense policy which underlies 
our foreign policy,” Attlee assert- 
ed.

Work On $162,000 Ontario-Upland 
Sewage Plant To Start In Fall 


Construction of a joint Ontario- 
Upland sewage plant at an esti- 
mated cost of $162,000 will prob- 
ably start in the fall, according 
to City Manager Harold D. Mar- 
tin’ who informed the Ontario city 
council Monday evening that plans 
for the structure will be available 
abdjit Sept. 1. 

Although the shortage of ma- 
terials, especially 36 inch pipe, is 
acute at present it is probable 
that the plant will be completed 
in 18 months, Martin said. 

At the suggestion of Council- 
mah Oregon Smith, a re-survey 
of city sewer lines was ordered 
this fall with the intention of 
modernizing the system to bring 
it up to date with the disposal 
plant which is designed to accom- 
nfodate a city of 60,000 residents. 

* Smith asserted that the new 
s§rvey should be conducted with 
a*view toward remedying inade- 
qiiate sewage facilities in devel- 
oped areas before making plans 
fgr new subdivision sewers. Smith 
sbressed the fact that some areas 
near the downtown section are 
still serviced by cesspools.
